REGINA, Sask., June 2—At 12, 
midnight, ‘the returns from the 
Saskatchewan election, while far 
from complete, had given indica- 
tion that the Liberal government, 
headed by Premier C. A. Dunning, 
had been returned to power in the 
election today. Opposition lead- 
ers admitted that they could not 
hope for the election of a combin- 
ed opposition large enough to out- 
vote the Liberals in the house. 
Enough government supporters 
had been elected or were running 
ahead in the constituencies to give 
rise to a prédiction in a respon- 
sible government source that the 
majority of the government 
strength in.a legisiature of 63 
members would probably be 43 or 


44. 
Returns Incomplete 

REGINA, Sask. June 2—There was 
no prospect that.the.returns would 
be..complete: before tomorrow after- 
noon. Roads rendered impassable by 
33 hours of heavy rainfall prevegted 
rapid transmission of the results from 
the rural polls, which are widely 
scattered in some districts. 

The results in the cities were 
definitely known. The newly re-or- 
ganized Conservative party was suc- 
cesstu] in the return of its leader, ge. 
J. T. M. Anderson, in Saskatoon, The 
vote in Regina, the capital of the 
province, was divided and M. A. Mc- 
Pherson, Conservative, defeated Hon. 
J. A. Cross, provincial attorney-gen- 
eral, and took a seat from the gov- 
ernment list. D. A, McNiven, Liberal. 
was re-elected. 

The Progressive and the opposi- 
tion as it existed in the last legisla- 
ture lost a leader when Harris Tur- 
ner was defeated in Saskatoon, Tur- 
ner, a blind war veteran with a rec- 
ord of two consecutive elections to 
the legislature, had been considered 
safe. His defeat was probably second 
to that of Hon. J. A. Cross in the 
sensations created by the early com- 
plete returns, 

Woman Is Elected 

Mrs, S. K. Ramsland, the first wo- 
man ever to be elected to the Sask- 
atchrwan legislature, and who also 
had two consecutive victories in 
provincial elections to her credit, lost 
to Dr. C. EB. Tran, Progressive. in 
Pelly. It was a government loss, With 
the exception of the attorney-general 
it appeared certain at midnight that 
the cabinet ministers would all be 
elected, Premier Dunning scored an- 
other triumph in Moose Jaw County 
where he gained a large majority 
over Progressive opposition. 

The Conservauve organization was 
jubilant at the return of two mem- 
bers in the important centres of the 
province. 

In Humboldt the voters had to 
choose between an independent-Lib- 
era! and a straight Liberal and en- 
dorsed the independent-Liberal. Gov- 
ernment supporters were listing the 
seat as among the party victories. 
Another victory claimed by the gove- 
ernment was the re-election of W. G. 
Baker, Labor, who was endorsed by 
the Liberal party. He sat on the gov- 
ernment side of the house in the last 
legislature. The Conservatives lost a 
seat in Moose Jaw City when J. Pas- 
coe was defeated and W. E. Knowles, 
Liberal, returned for the second seat. 

Weather Unfortunate 

Blection day passed quietly 
throughout the province. There was 
not an exceptionally heavy vote poll- 
ed. Paviy leaders blamed this on the 
inclement weather, No reports of 


rowdyism or violence were received.

FOOD PLENTIFUL 


arty Meets Jack Hornby and 
James Critchell-Bullock— 
Both Are Known Here. 


Neighbors of the “Barren Land” 
explorers, Jack Hornby and James 
Critchell-Bullock, throughout the past 
winter, Malcolm Stuart and his two 
partners are spending a few days in 
the city after a season's trapping on 
the shores of the Casba, one of the 


chain of numerous lakes northeast of 
the Great Slave. 


Mr. Stuart's party brought to the 
city 1,000 fox furs, and travelled the 
“pproximate 600 miles out to steam- 
ship navigation by dog team and gas 
boat, striking camp on May 2 ana 
saving nearly 100 miles by using an 
Indian trail along the southern shore 
of the Great Slave Lake. 

Mect Explorers 

Hornby and Critchell-Bullock were 
also preparing to leave their winter 
quarters at the same time, according 
to Mr. Stuart. The two parties had 
camped within five “miles of each 
other and had made joint excursions 
to a food cache on the shore of the 
Sinve Lake during the winter. The 
explorers had intimated that they 
would strike out for the Thelon River, 
where they belic-cd herds of musk- 
ox existed, and of which they desired 
Pictures. It was then Hornby's in- 
tention to make for Hudson Bay 
along the Thelon, with its many rap- 
ids, and to arrive back in civilization 
curly in August. 

Plenty of Deer 

Well-fed deer and fat caribou were 
unusually plentiful during the winter, 
according to the trappers, and neither 
party had any difficulty in maintain- 
ing the food supply. Fuel, however, 
was a different matter, and the two 
camps on the e¢ge of the barren 
plains had recourse to long dog-team 
hauls to provide themselves with 
warmth and means of cooking. 

Admiration was the key-note of 
conversation when the trappers spoke 
of the exploring party. Hornby and 
Critehell-Bullock are said to have un- 
excelled knowledge of the northern 
pisins and made trips at night not 
often attempted by the most skilled 
northman, 

The trappers brought out mail to 
be sent away for Hornby and his 
partnor, and had numerous communi- 
cations for city men from points 
south of Resolution.

creased capital stock from time to 
time in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the Bank Act,

The Order's 
balance, which includes the Jarge war 
memorial fund, stands at $403,742. 
The year's receipts totalled $73,513 
The war memorial fund was increas- 
ed by $53,294 in the year. Scholear- 
ships and bursaries from this fund 
cost $18,262. Total disbursements for 
the year were $40,195. 

Thirteen chapters were added dur- 
ing the year, the honorary secretary, 
Miss A. Stewart Galt, of Toronto, re- 
ported. 

Also fifteen girl guide companies 
became affiliated with the order. In

FARMERS GIVEN 


INCREASED HOPE ni 


Crops, After Surviving Early 


Season Frosts, Now in Ad- 
vance of Last Year. 


WINNIPEG, June 2—(Canadian 
Press)—Improvement in the weather 
conditions has given increased hope to 
the farmers of western Canada and 
the crops after surviving early season 
night frosts, now are reported to be 
Tar in advance of last year. The week- 
ly crop report of the Canadian Paci- 
fic ratlway agricultural department 
indicates that rain ‘thas beer genera! 
throughout the prairie provinces and 
with abundant moisture growth has 
been uniformly good, with wheat well 
above the ground at many pvints. 

Coarse grain seeding is nearing com- 
pletion and at scattered moints where 
farmers got their seed in early ger-] 
mination is progressing favorably. 

In Manitoba the report states, most 
of the wheat is up from six to eight 
inches, cutworm has made its appear- 
ance in a cotiple of districts but the 
damage to date has been slight. 

With the execption of some flox and 
green feed, seeding is complete] in 
Saskatchewar:. All grains are showing 
well. Strong growth and root deveiop- 
ment has been greatly stimulated by 
warmer weather and timely zainfall. 
Central sections of the province have 
suffered considerable damage from 
the cutworm pest. The loss is princi- 
pally on summerfaliow. 

The cutworm has also attacked sev- 
eral districts is: Alberta, but recent 
rains have localized the menace. The 
crops are making splendid progreas. 

In common with other parts of the 
west, the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia districts have been 
favored with ideal weather. Graes- 
hoppers are infesting fields around 
Grande Prairie but effective measures 
are being taken for their eradication 

Winter injury to the fruit erg of 
Britisiy Columbia is just beeoming 
manifest. Wh'‘le an accurate estimate 
of the loss due to frost is impossible, 
it is thought ¢hat soft frults will be 
short, notably in the Creston and 
Cranbrook districts. Northern portions 
of Okanagan vatiey also are affected. 
All ground crops are making good 
progress.

WATER EXTENDS LIFE _i| 
OF SMOKELESS POWDER | 


Stored in Cold! 
ountain Lakes Retains 
Qualities Far Longer 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 1—Exper!- 
ments conducted by the army have 
demonstrated that smokeless powder 
may be stored under water in cold 
mountain lakes without deterioration, 
{t was announced here recently at 
headquarters of the Ninth Corps Area. 

This, it was said, probably will pro- | 
vide a method of storing large quan- | 
tities of powder without danger of fire ; 
or explosion. The constant low tem- | 
perature maimtained under the water | 
retards the decomposition of the pur- | 
der which normally would take place | 
if it were stored in magazines and thus | 
is expected actually to increase iis life 
by probably ten years. | 

‘“Powder which has been in storage | 
for several years under water said | 
the statement, “can be given a simple 
drying treatment and fired in: the gun 
for which it was originally designed 
without appreciable variation in veloc- 
ity and pressure. These conditions are | 
maintained with little difference | 
whether the powder is stored in sea 
water or fresh water. } 

“Three types of powder have been | 
used in the under-water storage ex- 
periment. Powder for 75-mm, 155-mm 
and 12-inch guns was placed in speci- 
ally prepared boxes provided with | 
humerous openings to allow free cir- | 
culation of water, and ¢mmersed in the | 
lake to a depth of about three feet. | 
For purposes of comparison an equal | 
amount of each kind of powder wes! 
stored it. a magazine. At the end of 
six months samples taken from the 
take were found to ‘have undergone no 
appreciable change, either in stability 
or ballistic qualities.” |

|DEFEAT MOTION FOR A 
REVISION OF TARIFF 


(Continued From Page One) 


No one would seriously suggest such 
@ thing, wages and conditions in Can- 
ada were governed by wages and con- 
ditions in the United States. The re- 
public took the position that its labor 
would enjoy better living conditions 
than those pertaining in other coun- 
tries. This made it imperative for 
Canada to adopt the same attitude. 

Labor conditions in the United 
Btates were immediately reflected in; 
this country. If Canada did not re- 
spond, Canadian labor would always 
drift te the country where high wages 
were obtainable. Yet in-spite of this 
fact, there were those who atill ar- 
gued that Canadian manufactures 
should be asked to compete with 
countries where labor was cheap and 
living standards low. 

The reasons, siaied Mr. Meigheu, 
which applied to every country in the 
world, with respect to an adequate 
tariff, applied with particular force to 
Canada. This ceintry labored under 
conditions that made it essential for 
her to adopt adequate tariff protec- 
tion and especially so long as the 
United States pursued a _ similar 
course. 

Tariffs were relative in their nature 
and were high or low. 


Protect Industries. 


Canada should protect her !ndus- 
tries, especially as her neighbor had 
raised its barriers. 

The tariff policy of the Liberal gov- 
ernment had brought disastrous ef- 
fect to this country. 

Dealing with the iron and steel in- 
dustries, Mr. Meighen pointed out 
that in the spring of 1924 when the 
production was, in Canada, 58.9 per 
cent. of the 1913 production, the 
present government had wiped the 
duty off steel used ii the manufac- 
ture of farm implements. 

Mr. Meighen gave a series of in- 
cidents in which the present govern- 
ment had lowered tariffs, already low 
compared with other countries, whilo 
toreign countries had increased their 
tariffs in many cases from 60 to 100 
per cent. during the past two or 
three years. 

With special reference to the wool. 
len industry, he said that the United 
States imported one-half the amount 
of wool that Canada imported. 

Canada imported woollens to the 
value of $125,000,000. If machinery 
already in this country was used in 
the manufacture of textiles, men and 
womer would be employed in eich 
numbers as would increase the wage 
bill by $100,000,000,. 

Hon. 7. A. Crerar: “Where would 
we sell it?” 

Mr. Meighen: “Wo would sell the 
goods to the same people to whom 
our competitors are now selling 
them." 

Produces Letters 

dr. Meigh:n produced a series of 
letters which he received from differ- 
ent Canadian manufacturers, all of 
which, he said, supported his conten- 
tions. He read from a letter to the 
effect that placing fertilizer upon the 
free list had been_harmfu! both to the 
manufacturer and to the farmers. 

The castigation of the government 
in all these letters, said Mr. Meighen, 
would be wholesome for Hon. J. A. 
Robb, acting minister of finance,. to 
read. 

According to the statistics compiled 
by R. G. Dunn & Co.,, 2,048 industries 
had failed since this government took 
office, he sald. The failures were due 
to lack of business with a consequent 
lack of money. Mcpfey was lacking 
because the government had falicd to 
impose sufficient tariff protection. 

H. M. Marler, Liberal, St. Lawrence- 
St. George, asked how Mr. Meighen 
accounted for the failures in 1922. 

Mr. Meighen replied that the Lib- 
eral government should have inereas- 
ed the tariff in 1922 because at that 
time it became apparent that the Am- 
erican government was determined 
upo:. materially tnereasing thetr tariff. 

Mr. Marler attempted to ask other 
questions, but Conservative members 
objected. Cries of “sit down,” grceied 
him and eventually Mr. Marler charg- 
ed them with “behaving like chiid- 
ren." 

Mr. Meighen brought down figures 
to show that the average liability of 
business failures in Canada was high- 
er than the average liability in the 
|Unitea States. This was indicative, he 
said, of the need of encouraging man- 
ufacturing in this country. 

Lxpresses Belief 

Mr. Meighen expressed the belief 
that the mass of labor population 
were aware of the value of a protect- 
ive tariff to themselves. 

He quoted Tom Moore, president of 
the Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada, whose writings, he = said, 
siated that the only hope for the la- 
boring popu'ation was in a “firm and 
definite protection policy.” 

Answering questions asked by Wil- 
liam Irvine, Labor, Calgary East, as 
to whether or not the Conservatives, 
if in power, would put in « complete- 
ly protective program, Mr. Meighen 
taid: “I give him an unqualified af- 
firmative.” 

Mr. Meighen declaredsthat while he 
preferred to have Canadian capital 
invested in Canada rather than have 
our aw material exported for manu- 
facture elsewhere, he preferred to 
liave American capital come intc the 
country and manufacture here. 

The resélution advocated a tariff 
commission which, said bir. Meighen, 
should be advisory only. Never from 
the shoulders of parliament should 
responsibility for tariff be taken. 

Should Bear Cot

His Majesty King George is sixty years old 
today, Born in London in 1865 he succeeded his 
father, King Edward VIL. in 1910. The fifteen 
years during which it has been his lot to exercise 
ihe functions of sovereign lave included one of 
the most fateful periods in the history of Great 
Britain and the British Empire. In no small 
measure the erample and inspiration he gave 
helped to direct the purpose, sustain the courage, 
and preserve the unity, of the many races within 
the broad bounds of the Empire when its fate 
was at stake. While other rulers lost their thrones 
during and because of tne great upheaval the 
close of the struggle found the hereditary mon- 
arch of the British dominions more firmly seated 
than at the beginning, better known to his people, 
and regarded with a personal esteem which he 
could not otherwise have honed to gain 

King George is a popular ruler. That is a 
position which no monarch can inherit and keep 
It must be won by personal worth i. it is to en- 
dure. The freedom with whieh the head of the 
Empire goes about among his people must be the 
envy of contemporaries who find it necessary to 
surround themselyes with bodyguards when they 
venture abroad, Unattended he is safer from at- 
tack and insult than most of the presidents of 
most of the republics on earth. If the King is 
fortunate in being born to so splendid a heritage 
as that of rulership of so vast an Empire, no less 
is the Empire fortunate in having for its official 
head a man of sterling merit, sound@sense, under- 
standing and tact. That he may continue to enjo 
many more years of life, with unfailing powers 
and undimmed prestige at home and abroad will 
be the conimon wish of his subjects in every part 
of the great political organism over which he 
presides 


KILLING 1'HE PROFITS.

promised by paying a fine and the eulprit will be 
liable to serve not less than one year in jail and 
may have to serve seven. That is, if the offence is 
the first recorded against him. If a seeond or 
subsequent offence, the minimum penalty is three 
years in jail and the maximum ten years. 
There is no room to argue as to whether or not 
these are real penalties. They are and meant to be 
They should be severe enough to make the busi 
ness too dangerous*to be profitable.

THE CITY'S LAND PROBLEM. 


The City Council is struggling again—or still 
—with the question of what should be done with 
property that has been taken over for non-pay 
ment of taxvs. Much of this was got by the eits 
for less than the owners of similarly situated 
property would accept for their holdings. The land 
is useless to the city, and worse than useless since 
it brings in no revenue, It has not beon selling 
readily at prices fixed in comparison to the prices 
of privately-owned property. The contention is 
that it would be better to eut the prices and 
unload quickly, thereb: getting the lots into the 
possession of people whe would pay taxes on 
then. , P ' 

There if much to be said on either side of the 
question. But at best it is doubtful if a potiey 
of drastic price-cutting would solve the difficulty, 
a are not being kept from building houses 
in the city by the high cost of lots. These have 
been purchaseable for years, from private parties 
“s well as from the city’s land department, at 
figures ridiculous in comparison to those of some 
years ago, and at figures iowersthan ehmld pre 
vail in a community of this size in normal eondi- 
tions, If the city were to out in half the prices of 
the lots it holds there is no reason to suppose that

there would be a rush of anxious buyers to the 
city hall. If the city gave away lots to people 
who would agree to put houses on them it is 
doubtful if there would be any noticeable build- 
ing boom as u result. 


But one thing would certainly follow if a 
bargain-counter method were adopted to get rid 
of the unwanted lots. The prices of privately- 
owned property would be immediately killed 
That would be a poor reward for the people whose 
taxes have kept the civic machinery going and 
are keeping it going today. 

And it is by no means certain that the plan 
would relieve the troubles of the civie corpora- 
tion. Property-owners have for years been sub- 
mitting to a fictitious valuation of their premises 
In the majority of cases residential and business 
Lroperty could not be sold for the assessed value 
placed upon it. But so long as the valuation has 
been uniform there has been little complaint he- 
cause it has been uniformly higher than the 
market justified. Could the city’ continue to 
assess one lof at a thousand doliars and collect 
taxes on it on that basis while offering to sell a 
adjoining lot for half the money? : 

It might ur might not be able to do so in law. 
Whether it could do so in fact is an even more 
uncertain matter. The private owner might think 
it to be to his advantage to refuse to pay the 
taxes, let the city take his lot, and buy the ad- 
joining one. Worse still, he might come to the 
conclusion that neither of them was worth having. 
If that conviction became at all common the dif- 
ficulties of the City Council would be multiplied 
several times over. Council might even find itsel= 
facing a general ‘‘strike’’ of taxpayers. 

People are paying taxex on their property not 
because they think it to be marketable at the 
price they paid for it, or at the price the assessor 
places npon it, but because they hope that some 
day values will restore themselves to a reason- 
able level, a level fixed by the cost of converting 
a vacant lot into a place of residence or a place 
in which to do business. To destroy that hope 
would be a poor way to encourage them to go on 
paying taxes.
